Officers Discover Articles Believed 


to Have Been Stolen. 


Deputy Sheriff Timmins, Deputy Con- 


stables Henry Kussell and Will Henry 
yesterday arrested Frank Cronin, Char- 
ley tiarlaml and Fred (.Jarland near the 
San Joaquin river, north of Fresno. 
Day before yesterday word was brought 
to the oii:cera that the people who live 
on the banks of the San Joaquin had as- 
certained who the members were of a 
gang of thieves who have infested that 
part of the country and carried on a 
systematic stealing of turkeys, chickens 
and harness for a long time. These par- 
tiea have been held in suspicion, 
but no direct evidence could be gotten 
on which to arrest them. 


Early yesterday morning the three 


ofticera went out to arrest them. Cronin 
waa found buried in a heap of blankets, 
and would not say anything to the offi- 
cers when arrested. Fred aiid Charley 
Garland were to have been brought in 
last evening, but up to a late hour they 
had not arrived. 


The officers made a thorough search 


of Cronin's premises. They found eight 
or ten bales of hay which had been 
brought there night before last. They 
alao found several bales of barbed wire. 
A great quantity of turkey and chicken 
feat hers were scattered around tho 
cabin. Several sets of harness were also 
discovered, and many other small arti-

Some time ago Cronin i ,-as indicted by 


ATTORNEY GENERAL'S REPORT 


He Reviews the Claims Against 


the Stanford Estate. 


WASHINGTON, December 4.—The at- 


torney general's report tu congress today 
says the federal court will soon be dis- 
tinguished as much for promptness of de- 
cisions as it formerly was for delays in 
rendering them. It suggests the ap- 
pointment of an additional circuit judge 
in the Sixth, Seventh and Ninth dis- 
tricts, reviews tbe history of the gov- 
ernment claim against the Stanford es- 
state, shows each stockholder of the cor- 
poration individually liable, under tbe_ 
California statutes, lor hia proportion oi 
its liabilities.

It is plainly the duty 
of the department to see that the claims, 
of whatever merit, are not prejudiced by 
Stanford's death.

Hillman, whom the authorities have 
been hounding for years, has been ar- 
rested at Salvation Army camp in the 
Hanchuca mountains. 


In 1879 Hillman and two companions 


went into the Buffalo mountains of 
Texas to hunt. Ono man resembled 
Hillman cloaely and this man never re- 
turned. Tlillman carried $80,000 on hia 
life, and while in the mountains mur- 
dered the man who so closely resembled 
him and then returned to the settle- 
ment. He took the nameoi the man 
whom be had murdered and said that 
Hillman had been accidentally ehot 
dend and buried in the mountains. 


In due time Mrs. Hillman made claim 


to the different insurance companies in 
which her husband had been insured 
ior $SO,(X.O. The insurance people be- 
came auspicious nnd began an investiga- 
tion. The remains of tiie man whom 
Hillman had put out of the way were 
ex (mined, and the discovery was made 
that they were not the remains of Hill- 


Mrs. Hillman instituted legal pro- 


ceedings in the courts of Topeka, Kans., 
her home, to recover the amount of in- 
surance. The case was carried from one 
court to another until finally ahe se- 
cured judgment for the principal, in- 
terest, and attorney's feea in the supreme 
court of the United States. 


According to the order of tbe court 


judgment must bo satisfied at the enu of 
thia year. During all this time the in- 
surance companies have kept detectives 
on the trail of Hillman, who disappeared 
shortly after his wife made claim for the 
insurance. He was followed to Austra- 
lin and other foreign countries and a re- 
ward of $15,000 was offered for hia ap- 
prehension, dead or alive. 


On the fourth of last month Under 


Sheriff Uenmiill arrived in this territory 
from Colorado and interested Finley in 
the case. Gemmill having learned that 
Hillman waa in Sonora, he and Finley 
took the murderers trail at Magdalena, 
Sonora, and followed him to Altar, 
Souora, thence to Prescutt, Ariz., Mesa 
City, Old Glory camp, and then to Sal- 
vation Army camp inHuachucas, wtiere 
he was arrested. 


Ilillmaa denied that he was the right 


party when told by the officers what 
they wanted him for. He was then 
taken to Tombstone, where he is held 
pending the arrival of extradition pa- 
pers from the governor of Kansas. 


Four WOKTII, Tex., December 6.— The 


East-bound Texas and Pacific passenger 
train was held up on a trestle seven 
milea west of here at 5.30 p.m. today. 
Several shots were fired from the front 
end of the train, and the pasfiengera 
were warned to keep their heads in the 
windows.

BLDIPIELD'S INCIDENT. 


Prominent among the questions of the 


year waa the BInefield's incident, in 
what ifi known an the Moequito Indian 
strip, bordering on the Atlantic ocean, 
and within the jurisdiction of Kicara- 
gua. By the treaty of 1860 between 
Great Britain and Nicaragua the former 
government expressly recognized the sov- 
ereignty of the latter over the atrip, and 
a limited form of self government was 
guaranteed to the Moaqoito Indians, 10 
be exercised according to then- cnetome, 
for 
themselves and other dwellers 


within ita lim<ts. Early in the past 
year the efforts of Nicaragua to main- 
tain sovereignty over the Moequito ter- 
ritory led to serious disturbances, cul- 
minating in the suppression of the native 
government and tbe attempted substitu- 
tion of an impracticably composite ad- 
ministration, in which Nicaragua and 
alien 
residents were to participate. 


Failure was forwarded by an insurrec- 
tion, which for a time subverted Nicara- 
gnan _rule, expelling her officers and 
restoring the old organization. This in 
turn gave place to the existing local 
government established and upheld 
by Vicaragna 
Although the alien in- 


teresta arrayed against Nicaragua in 
these trantactionB have been largely 
American, and the commerce of that 
region for some time and still JB chiefly 
controlled by our citizens, we cannot for 
that reason challenge the rightful sov- 
ereignty of Nicaragua over tins impor 
tant part *f her domain. Our naval

bition of flrmneu and 
good judg- 


ment, contributed largely to the pre- 
vention of more ocriouB consequences 
and to the prerervation of qtuet and 
order.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


The President's mewagc to fonpr 


given oui for publication yesterday, and 
appearing in this morning's Km'BU- 
CAS, i£ more matter of fac-t »nd common- 
place, and deals lets in political plati- 
tudes ana phrases to please tlie public 
than any of his previous communications 
to oonRreee or proclamations to the peo- 
ple. He mentions with scarcely a com. 
ment, the facts of our iwaceful relations 
with other nations; the termination of 
the wttinltauil; the negotiation of a 
new treaty with China; the Oriental 
war, and the tender of hie cervices as 
mediator; the controversy with Great 
Britain over the Alaska seal fisheries; 
the formation of ft republican govern- 
ment in Hawaii and its recognition by 
thia government. lie reviewsat prcater 
lengtli the BlueQelds incident in Nica- 
ragua, and barely mentions the Nica- 
ragua canal project. He asks congress 
to authorise this country to withdraw 
irom its engagements with other coun- 
tries to take care of Samoa. He calla 
attention to the report of the secretaries 
of war and the navy, and makes eome 
•enaible suggestions as to both depart- 
ment*. He also call attention to the re- 
port of the attorney general relative to 
the affairn of the Union Pacific rail- 
road, and tacitly indorses his scheme for 
the adjustment of their obligations to 
the government. He speaks of the in- 
creased deficit in the postal department. 
Refering to the report of the secretary 
of the interior he says he approves the 
recommendation to protect our forest 
reserves. This means that he would 
ertend the boundaries our present reser- 
vations and rigidly exclude all stock 
from them. 


After referring to the frauds in the 


pensions bureau, to agriculture, to the 
establishment of a national board of 
health and the strike commission, he 
review* the tariff and financial questions 
at considerable length. He urges con- 
gress to repeal the duty on iron and 
coal and the differential duty on refined 
sugar, and to prevent the registry under 
the American flaz of foreign built ships. 


He labors hard to defend the policy of 


the administration in issuing bonds 
against the protest of congress and the 
people, and declares that he will con- 
tinue to do GO until congress makes 
Bomo provision for getting rid of the 
greenbacks now used for depleting th e 
treasury of gold. 


Hit) position upon questions of finance 


are in direct antagonism with the vast 
majority of thoughtful Americans, and 
if he speaks for the Democratic party, 
aa be IB iupposed to, there ia no reason 
why any man believing in a protective 
tariff and in a uatienal currency of gold 
and elker and paper, should longer 
affiliate with Democracy. 


THB rainy leuon ia at hand. The 


question now with the farmer is "What 
shall I do?" 
He owns bis teams, plows, 


and all the other machinery necessary 
for hia basinets, and whether he owns 
or leases his landi, matters not. The 
question of whether to plow and sow or 
quit the business entirely, is unsolved. 
There is absolutely no encouragement 
for wheat farmers. The uncertainty of

L-ouies to the question of sched-

ariff measure has ever been enacted, 
and while the McKinley law isthe near- 
est approach thereto, undoubtedly in 
he light of experience and changed con- 
litions, material modifications will be 
ound advisable. 
There ia another reason why tariff re- 
Ision must hereafter be couserviitivu in 
ts nature, thai cannot be ignored. Con- 
tant and radical changes in import 
duties have proven to be disastrous to 
business interests. 
Some concessions 


must be made in the interests of etabil- 
ty, and unquestionably a conservative 
ysteui 01 protection will be less subject 
to assault and less liable to change than 
one which ia more radical in its pro- 
•ieions. As a matter of fact a system of 
moderate protection will be practically 
unassailable, and business stability and 
certainty demands the enactment of 
such a tariff. 


Without abating one feature of the 
irotective principle, or conceding a siu- 
;le point to tree trade theorists, the Re- 
publican party can revise the tariff 
when the daty devolves npon it without 
materially unsettling business or open- 
ing the way to fresh assaults on tbe 
specious plea of the free traders that 
'tariff reform" is necessary. 
A thorough but conservative system 


of protection, based on the amount of 
protection necessary to sustain Amer- 
ican labor in the superior standard of 
wages and living! which it is entitled to 
enjoy, ii what this country needs, and 
we believe the Republican party baa 
the wisdom and will be given the power 
to bring about that desired result. 


AB BABLY rains appear to be one of 


the most serious obstacles to sugar beet 
farming, just as they are to raisin grow- 
ing, it ia evident that the San Joaquin 
valley poanesaes advantages in that re- 
spect over those lowilitiea in which the 
industry has been established in thia 
state. In Pajaro valley, for instance, 
the rains have done serious damage, and 
the outlook, is not altogether promising 
to the grower. The Pajarouian of recent 
date says: "Beet hauling was sus- 
pended in this valley Tuesday night for 
two weeks. A large part of the Pajaro 
beet crop is yet afield; many fields have 
not had a beet plowed up, and as the 
rainy season is apt to set in in earnest 
at any time, our beet farmers feel 
rather blue. It is to be hoped that 
nothing will arise to prevent the deliv- 
ery of the entire crop. The beet factory 
management reports that tbe saccharine 
percentage of Pajaro valley beets has 
fallen to a very low figure, owing to the 
heavy early rains and subsequent growth 
ot the beets. The percentage of the 
Salinas Valley beets, where there was 
less rainfall, is averaging about fourteen 
per cent. Ketween low percentage of 
sugar and the abolition of the bounty, 
1894 will be far from a prosperous year 
for the Watsonville beet sugar factory." 
As tbe augar bounty waa a demonstra- 
ble benefit to the consumers of the 
country as well as to tbe sugar planters 
there can be no donbt th&t a serious 
mistake has been made in substituting a 
protective tariff for the bounty. The 
industry is just now in that stage where 
the bounty costs less than the duty, and 
io more beneficial. 


THE REPUBLICAN is in receipt of

The i-ummer'etnwel has cut 
them badly in places, ana if these re 
pairs are not made till near the clone of 
the season's rain, the highways will be- 
come dusty after the first few weeks of 
dry weather. 


A VOTING MACHINE. 


There 18 a well settled conviction in 


tlie miuda of many people that our pres- 
ent voting system is fauaViie oi tome im- 
provement. The Australian ballot law- 
gives m-recy, but voting and counting 
is a slow prooe.-a. Tho manner of ap- 
pointing election tmrds has also been 
adjudged capable oi i:npiovement. By 
eome it is recommended that the oilioors 
be elected, and others recommend that 
they eer»e without pav. KirrtiiWilwards 
srKuld be composed of competent men. 
Next to honesty thould be the ability *.o 
do their work quu-Lly and correctly. 
Neither of the above mentioned changes 
would be of any benefit in tnis respect. 
Even with the present method of elect- 
ing the members of election boards, it is 
entirely within the abilities of boards of 
supervisors to Appoint men in each pre- 
cinct who are competent and able to do 
the work in a rreditahjo manner. 
If 


thia rule wer* adhered to there mii;ht 
be fewer delays, mistakes and charges 
of fraud in the returns 
Officers of 


election are too often 
appointed to 


further party ends, or because they need 
the $10. 


During tbe 
recent election some 


boards, after counting more than 200 
ballots, were through with their work 
soon after midnight, while others, with 
the same number of ballots, did not 
complete their work until late tbe nest 
evening. 


In this connection it may not be out 


of place to pay a tribute to the stupidity 
of the bungler who prepared the tally 
iheets for the recent election. A con 
siderable Having of time might have 
been effected if the names upon th e 
tally fheet had come in the same order 
EB thote on the ticket. 


What IB needed is rapidity in count- 


ing, i machine for registering votes 
baa been intented by a man in New 
York; but while the lawa require voting 
to be by ballot, this cannot be used. The 
machine ia described at some length in 
the Scientific American of November 
24th. The voter enters a secret chamber 
and upon the board before him are a 
Dumber of knobs bearing the names of 
the candidates to be voted for. Differ- 
ent political parties are designated by 
different colors. All he has to do is to 
press the button bearing the name oi 
:he man for whom he wishes to vote. 
The machine ia EO arranged tliat the 
knob for each candidate can be pressed 
only once, and then all the other knobs 
for the eame office are locked. Provis- 
ion ia made for the man who votes the 
whole party ticket at 6ne stroke. Only 
one man is allowed to enter the place at 
a time, and as soon as he leaves, the 
machine by automatic action, ie pre- 
pared for the next. 


Probably the most important feature 


of the machine is, that as soon as the 
voting is done the inspectors unlock, the 
rear of the machine and there are the 
returns already made up. Its action IB 
somewhat similar to that of a cash regis- 
ter and counts the votes aa they are re- 
corded. 


Taking into account the printing of 


;he ballots, and pay for ballot and poll 
clerks, the expense would be much less 
with the machine than under the pres- 
ent method. __________ 


NEEDED LEGISLATION. 


The state legislature will convene in 


one month from now, and if any legis- 
lation is desired especially affecting th is 
locality it is time that it was being dis- 
cussed and formulated, BO that our rep- 
resentatives can act without delay. 
That legislation is needed, everyone 
seems to concede. 


A bill should be passed abolishing one 


of the superior courts of this county. A 
revision of the law relative to coun ty 
governments Ehould be thorough, and 
salaries should be equalized and gener- 
ally reduced. The statute providing 
for the payment of a bounty on coyote 
ecalpa, which has given rise to eo much 
fraud and has been of little or no prac- 
tical public benefit, phould he repealed. 


If it was possible toaimplify and make 


practical the Wright irrigatij;i law, it 
should be attempted, for the time must 
come when the control and distributi 
of water must be by the people who use 
it. Every effort Ehould be ir.aue to lop 
off useless expenditure in botti county 
and state. Our representatives are all 
intelligent and honorable men, and 
without doubt will do all possible in the 
interests of their constituents; but the.y 
need assistance in formulating the work 
to he done and the support of a favora- 
ble public sentiment, while all ques- 
tions should be open to public discus- 
sion. A meeting should be called ol 
business men and tax payers, to take 
practical steps to secure needed legisla- 
tion. 


THE prosecution of Benson for hi? 


fraudulent survey of lands in the Sierra 
Nevada mountains has been brought to 
a close, and one of the conditions on 
which a compromise was reached was 
that he perform the work for which he 
waa paid but which he did not do. This 
will be no easy labor. The lands to be 
surveyed lie in nome of the most broken 
and rugge:i country in the state. Some 
portions of it are inaccessible to man 
and other portions are so deeply cov- 
ered with enow during ten or eleven 
months of the year that surveyors coulc 
not work, and still other parts are bur- 
ied in snow that is perpetual. The plats 
made by Mr. Beneon for the govern- 
ment gave surveys and corners for al 
the lands, and for a time no one sus- 
pected that he had not made the sur- 
veys. But, later it was discovered thai 
he had run only a few lines, and from 
these calculated where the other lines 
would lie, and did the most of it in his 
office, while the land ho pretended to 
survey waa covered with ten feet 01 
snow. 


FOR awhile it seemed that serioui 


results might rise from the complica- 
tions with the English in Nicaragua. Il 
is pretty certain ttiat England's reluct- 
ance In giving up her hold upon the 
Mosquito const waa the result of a desire 
to attend to her interests in the Nicara- 
gua canal project. The indifference ol 
our government in thia matter is phetv 
ominal. No one will deny the impor- 
tance to the United States of controlling 
th(. waterway across the isthmus. Yet 
congress lias ittyltted to take any de- 
cisive action in the matter until it may 
be too late. English merchants and 
Statesmen profiting by their experience 
with the Su<-7, canal are only waiting for 
an opportunity to get control ot this 
one. It is to lie hoped that congress 
will awaken to the necessity of action 
during the coming session. 


A GREAT CANAL SCHEME. 


A proposition is being talked of in 


Jhicago for destroying the St. Lawrence 
mrr and to dry up the iillt, yi Nia^aia. 
Perhaps the project is not intended to 
be taken eerKmdy in all retpeett, but 
furveyg have been made aud it has been 
demonstrated that such a thing can be 
done at au expense easily within the 
means of the city. There waa a time in 
the geological ages when four of the 
Great Lakoa found their outlet, not 
through the St. Lawrence, river as at 
present, but through the Illinois rivtr, 
thence by way of the Mississippi to the 
gulf ol Mexico. At that time the water 
level of the hikes was about thirty feet 
higher than at present. The bed of the 
Illinois id at present only thirty feet 
above the channel of the Niagara river 
at the falls. 


The plan formulated by the Chicago 


people for diverting the water from the 
St. Lawrence and sending it down the 
Mississippi, ia to dredge the channel of 
the Illinois river and make it thirty or 
more feet deeper than at present; cut A 
wide, deep canal through the low land 
from the head of the stream to lake 
Michigan near Chicago, and let the 
waters go. The level of lake Michigan 
would be lowered thirty f«et; Ohicano 
would stand high imd dry, from half a 
mile to a mile from the lake. 
The 


sewer system of the city could then K- 
made perfect, and there would be a 
great change in many ways. 


This scheme developed from a plan 


considered several years aco of giving 
the city better drainage by digging a 
deep canal to the I Ilinois river. Chicago 
itauds on ground so low and tint that 
there is great trouble in finding drain- 
age for its sewage. The lake is only a 
few feet lower than the streets. 


The scheme of a canal to the Illinois 


river as au outfall sewer was pronounced 
practicable, and then the idea of mak- 
ing it more than a sewer outfall w 
suggested. It was proposed to make it 
wide and deep enough for steamers, and 
by that route establish a line of com- 
merce bbtween Chicago and the Gulf 
of Mexico and the whole world. Ves- 
sels could pat on a cargo of grain or 
pork in the Garden city, and sail di- 
rectly to all ports of the globe. Without 
doubt thia would largely increase the 
importance of the city as a distributing 
center. 


Now the still bolder 
plan is an- 


nounced, that of cutting the canal 
through to the lake, and turn the tlood 
down the Illinois river. A glance at the 
map will ehow what the result would 
be. The water of Lake Michigan, Lake 
Superior, Lake Huron and Lake Erie 
would flow toward the new outlet at 
Chicago instead of the old one by way 
of Niagara river, and thence through 
Lake Ontario and the PL Lawrence to 
the Atlantic ocean. 


Should the scheme he put into opera- 


Lion it would cause several great changes. 
The water line of the four lakes above 


gira falls would be lowered many 


reet. Cities and tow DM which now have 
lake frontage would find themselves 
miles from water. The lakes themselves 
would be smaller. New charts for their 
navigation would be necessary; 
the 


owering of the water 
would bring 


shoals near the surface, or in some in- 
stances above it. The famous falls of 
Niagira'would be represented by a cliff 
extending across a dry gorge, with little 
or no water. The Detroit river, con- 
necting Lake Huron with Lake Erie, 
would flow in the opposite direction from 
the present course. Many large bays 
and estuaries now indenting the lake 
coasts, would become dry. Canada on the 
one side, and the bordering portions of 
the United States on, the other would 
seriously object, and Chicago would be 
compelled to heed the objection. 


On the other hand, the pouring of that 


immense flood down the Illinois and 
thence down the Mississippi would play 
havoc with all the low country along 
both streams. The channels could not 
carry the additional water, and iloodi 
from Chicago to the Gulf would result 
until such time as the increased volume 
of water won kl widen and deepen the 
river beds. 


The scheme may be regarded as vision- 


ary at present, hut there is uo natural 
obstacle ia the way of carrying it out 
and it may be done :it some future time. 


JAMES 
CREELMAN, 
the 
well-known 


war correspondent now in China writing 
for London papera, wrote a graphic de- 
scription of the battle of Ping Yang, 
and epoke of himself as standing on one 
of the parapets in full view of the 
fight. His account of the charge and 
annihilation of the Chinese white-horse 
cavalry would have done credit to the 
descriptive powers of Homer. He said 
he wrote the account of the battle by 
lantern light, sitting on the city's wall, 
while the storm of conflict raged within. 
It has Eince been ascertained that on 
the day of the battle Mr. Creelman was 
in Japan, 500 miles away, quietly taking 
his ease at a first-class hotel. When 
next heard from he will probably have 
a. vivid picture of the fall at Port Ar- 
thur, aa he saw it; but he will noi state 
that he saw it from the balcony of a ho- 
tel Eeveral hundred miles away. 


THE movement among the negroea in 


Georgia and other Southern states indi 
cates that several thousand of tbem will 
move to Liberia, in Africa, and plan! 
colonies. The undertaking Is almost 
certain to result disastrously for those 
who try it. The moat vigorous ami 
persevering people have always hat: 
much trouble and misfortune to con- 
tend against in establishing colonies in 
remote countries; and more of such 
schemes have failed than have met suc- 
cess. The negroes of the South are 
not well adapted to taking care of them- 
selves in times of trial, and Liberia is a 
country likely to offer a rough experi- 
ence to the colonist. 


Exi'ERiHiNTS are being made with dry 


and pulverized tule in shipping fruit. 
If it proves successful it will open a mar- 
ket for some of the Freeno county pro- 
duct which occupies waste land along 
the swales and which has been consid- 
ered to be without value. The Spanish 
pack qrapea in ground cork. Pulverized 
tulc ie said to be equally well adapted to 
the purpose.

THE GOVERNMENT PARK. 


Captain Gale of the United Statea 


army and acting superintendent of the 


wemiueiit parka oi t^xjuuiA aud Yo- 


-jmite, says in his report to the secre- 
tary of the interior that by extending 
[he boundaries of Sequoia park north- 
ward across Kings river, the bauds of 
sheop which now ran^e in the Sierras 
could be practically shut out. He adds 
that the tourists, fi^heruieu and sports- 
men would hail with delijjht such an 
extension. 


There is a feeling among the people of 


this county, and especially among that 
large number who are directly or in- 
directly interested in stock, lumber and 
lands in th& mountains, that the gov- 
ernment has already done enough for 
the sportsmen, tourhitH and fishermen, 
setting apart more than two thousand 
square miles of reservation for their 
pleasure aud benefit, and that stockmen, 
lumbermen and miners are entitled to 
something. 


There ia no objection to parks, but it 


is an open question whether there is any 
necessity of enlarging these reserves till 
they cover enough territory for two or 
three states. 
Fresno county sheep 


owners formerly derived from their wool 
a revenue of about half a million dollars 
annually, aud the greater part of it came 
from herds pastured among the Sierras. 
It has not yet been clearly pointed out 
where the corresponding profit will 
come from if the narks aro so extended 
as to shut tl e herds out of the moun- 
tains altogether, and, by that means 
kill the wool industry. 


CONSUMERS of clothes will derive but 


little Imnetit from the reduction of the 
tariff on wool to a free trade basis. Any 
idea of thia kind ia an illusion. It will 
make a difference of not nver $1.50 to 
$2, at the outside, in a suit of clothes 
coating $15 and upward. Frea wool 
may be of some benefit to manufactur- 
ersj in opening to them the markets of 
tne world and thus giving them a 
greater latitude of selection, but so far 
as the final purchaser of the manufac- 
tured product in concerned, little or no 
benefit will be derived.—American Cul- 
tivator. 


This illustrates the gross folly of the 


Wilson bill itleaof putting raw materials 
on the free list for the alleged benefit of 
consumers. The industry of the pro- 
duceri of raw material is jeopardized if 
not absolutely destroyed, while the con- 
sumera continue to pay practically the 
same prices for the finished product. Pro- 
tection must either be a comprehensive 
system or it must be abolished. Pro- 
tecting the manufacturer at the expense 
of tbe producers of raw material is an 
unjust diacrimination which must not 
permitted to exist. 


THEIIE is evidently n very marked dif- 


ference iu the workings of the railroad 
commission in thia state and that of the 
state of Nebraska. In Nebraska the 
courts have just rendered a decision 
that a certain freight schedule fixed by 
the commission and approved by the 
legislature cannot be enforced because 
it ti as been shown that the rate is BO 
low that it allows absolutely no margin 
of profit to the stockholders. Aa a mat- 
ter of course they are entitled to a 
reasonable profit above the cost of car- 
riage, aud the decision of the court, if 
based on fact, cannot be criticised. Thia 
shows the tendency in come portion! of 
the country to go to extremes in the 
matter of regulating rates of transporta- 
tion, and it 
aUo brings 
to mind 


the fact that no such tendency haa ever 
been exhibited in this state. An appeal 
to tbe courts in California to prevent 
the confiscation of railroad property by 
the railroad commission would provoke 
the mirth of a graven image. It would 
be equivalent to tiits corporation bring- 
ing an action to restrain itself. 


ONE of the latest schemes for R valley 


railroad between BakerGfield and tide- 
water has been published. The plan ia 
to build the road for bicycles only. It ia 
t o be four feet wide. The pneumatic 
wheels will follow one rail, and a third 
wheel, the purpose of which ia to hold 
the others on the track, will follow the 
other rail. A speed of forty miles an 
hour ia promised. This railroad may 
look well enough on paper, but it would 
lack some ol the essentials of a competr 
ing line. Bicycles would be fit, a disad- 
vantage in carrying salt, sugar and 
wheat. Inasmach as the chief need oi 
a competing road is that freight may be 
carried mo^e cheaply, the present pro- 
ject would be a failure. The mule team 
is preferable, although not quite so 
speedy. A bicycle might be made capa- 
ble, of carrying a man forty miles an 
hour on a level and smooth road, but nn 
man would he able to ride it, for "head- 
era" . would be certain, and the rider 
would scarcely survive more than one of 
them. 


AN Oakland lawyer claims to have 


been insulted by a judge, and is filling the 
circumambient atmoRphere with loud 
and harsh denunciation of tbe person 
on the bench. This is a pleasing ex- 
ception to the rule. It is generally the 
witness or some other innocent outsider 
who is insulted, and who is abused like 
a criminal and fined for contempt if he 
dares to resent brutal assaults in the 
courtroom. Let the galled gentlemen 
swipe each other to their heart's con- 
tent. The public are enjoying the ver- 
bal ecrap immensely. 


THE Chinese government has stripped 


Li Hung Chang of all the honors he ever 
had and now accuses him of treason. 
This is a striking illustration of Chinese 
ideas of justice. In all probability the 
unfortunate Chang is not at all to blame 
for the military disasters which have 
befallen his inefficient armies, but that 
makes no flcrt of difference to the Chi- 
nese government. It is the custom to 
hold the military leader responsible for 
results regardless of surrounding condi- 
tions, and the dishonored Chang will 
have to suffer the penalty, whatever it 
may be. 


A DISPATCH to a San Francisco paper 


from Oakland eays W. F. Burbanttof 
that cttv is anxious to invest $75,000 or 
1100,000 in ft newspaper venture. There 
ought to be no (rouble in finding a 
place to invest it if the "venture" is all 
he wants. 


IT is said that one-half of the inhabit- 


ants of China do not know there is a 
war In progress. The spectacle of one- 
half of a nation being whipped and the 
other know nothing of it, is unusual. 


IS CLEVELAND A WRECK? I 


The Chicago Herald, an Tndependent- 


l»emocratic journal, makes-the Btate- 
uitut that i'lt^idvut ClttwUudV mtuUl 
and physical condition is such that he 
was uuably to prepare his recent mes- 
sage to congress. The Ht'raKl states 
that a very small portion of the message 
was written by the President, and at- 
tributes the failure of that elate paper 
to outline a policy upon which the patty 


n unite ui tlui. failing pOff£T3 o! the 


chief executive. 


This latter statement is more a matter 


of opinion than fact, hut it is evident 
that the President did not write the 
message. Theie ia scarcely a sentence 
in that lengthy document which bears 
the stump of the President's ornate and 
peculiar style of composition. It not 
only is lacking in the President's style 
of composition, but in the force which 
he always injected into those portions 
which he deeired to carry weight and 
conviction. While it will hardly be de- 
nied that President Cleveland has gen- 
erally been wrong, it ia equally true that 
it has been his custom to present his 
cauee forcibly if not logically. This ele- 
ment is totally lacking iu. the message 
now before congress. 


Opinions will differ regarding the ef- 


fect on the Democratic party of President 
Cleveland's evident failure to maintain 
the position he has so long held as its 
leader. The Herald looks upon it in 
the light of a party calamity, but when 
considered in relation to theexperienc.es 
of the party under Clevelandism, it is 
not altogether apparent that the party 
will Buffer more from the decline of the 
President than it would by his continued 
activity in the lines lie haa so persist- 
ently followed. If the Democratic party 
has not abler and safer leaders than 
G rover Cleveland has been, its cause is 
hopeless eo far as leadership is con- 
cerned. 


While wo sympathize with the Pres i- 


dentof the republic in his unfortunate 
condition, if it bo as represented, we 
:annot consider it a misfortune to his 
party. If the party is to be led out of 
the wilderness it will not be by the 
Moses who has headed the procession 
into that inhospitable realm. 


MR. CARLISLE'S PLAN. 


The plan of financial redemption pro- 


poped by Secretary Carlisle has been 
published in full, and is not likely to 
meet with a very enthusiastic reception 
either by the public, or congress. It is 
to all intents and purposes a proposition 
to relieve the government of a large pro- 
portion of its responsibility in the mat- 
ter of regulating the volume of the cur- 
rency by turning that difficult matter 
over to the national banks. Under the 
guise of making a "more elastic cur- 
rency" it relieves the banks of a number 
of the restrictions now imposed upon 
them, among which is that of baaing 
their security on government bonds. 
This proposition, aa a matter of course' 
ie for the purpose of meeting the in- 
evitable scarcity of government bonds 
for the requirement mentioned, for it is 
perfectly plain that the people are not 
going to be uatisfled with a program 
which will necessarily require a contin- 
ual increase of the government's bonded 
indebtedness. 


It IB unquestionably true that a grow- 


ing necessity of the country is an ex- 
pansion of the currency, but the plan 
proposed for the alleged purpose of giv- 
ing the needed "elasticity" is not satis- 
factory. It removes necessary security 
on the part of the banks and extends to 
them responsibility and powers which 
should be exercised alone by the govern- 
ment. 


The principle defect in Mr. Carlisle's 
cheme appears to be that no guarantee 
goes with it that this power to regulate 
the volume of currency will be exercised 
in the interests of the people. 


SUME of our Democratic contempora- 


ries are nominating W. II. Mills of the 
Southern Pacific Company for United 
States senator to succeed Senator Per- 
kins. If Mr. Mills were not in the em- 
ploy of a corporation with which the 
government will probably 
bo called 


upon to deal in EOHIC very important 
matters, there would bo no reason why 
he might not 1« a successful aspirant 
for that position; as it ia, he ia evi- 
dently not an aspirant, and none are 
better aware of the fact than the jour- 
nals which are professing to believe 
that he id. There is no apparent reason 
for doubting that Senator Perkina will 
succeed himself. 


The bayonet and bullet program did 


not come off in Alabama aa announced 
by Mr. Kolb, but a new plan is an- 
nounced by that gentleman in his ad- 
dress 'to the people of the state, in the 
guise'of a message to the legislature, 
which may create more trouble in that 
staid than the appeal to arms. Mr. 
Kolb advises the people to refuse to pay 
their taxes until be is installed as gov- 
ernor, and that tax collectors pay no 
money into the state treasury until a 
settlement of that matter hag been 
reached. As more than half the tax 
collectors in the state are in sympathy 
with Kolb, it is feared that the state 
government will drift into a condition 
of anarchy. At this distance from the 
seat of the controversy it is difficult to 
express a positive opinion as to the 
merita of Kolb's contention. 
If the 


Democratic governor haa been given a 
fraudulent majority of over 27.00J vote?, 
no means within the bounds of reason 
should be spared to vindicate the riphU 
of the voters of the state and puuisli 
those who are responsible for the com- 
mission of each a political crime. On 
the other hand it is claimed that no 
snch fraud as claimed by Kolb has been 
committed, and that a full investigation 
would show a very large majority for 
Governor Gates. The truth is hard to 
arrive at, but certainly the revolution- 
ary proceeding threatened by the Kolb- 
itea is not to be countenanced if there is 
any law in Alabama by which popular 


j rights may he vindicated. Thia coun- 


try has during the past few years suf- 
fered too much from empty demonstra- 
tions of that sort.

IS LACKING.

If what Mr. Irvine Scott stated in the 


course of an address delivered the other 
?veniDg at the academy of ec'ieocea is a 
fa<'t, and Calliforoia really pays out 
I&OQ.COO a year for locomotives and 
^1,000,000 for card, aud if there were, as 
he declares, iifu*u mure large iron 
workin» plants iu California twelve 
years atro tliau there are now, then has 
C:ili o. uia'e lack of enterprise reached the 
point when' the state should hang its 
head in shame for the people. Mr. Scott 
went 011 to elate what ia no doubt true 
that having plenty of copper 110 further 
off than Arizona, the Pacific Coast 
nevertheless buys all its copper ware 
from New England. Wo are not an en- 
terprising people ou this coast and there 
ia no use denying the fact. Our op- 
portunities 
are boundless, but our 


hearts are weak, and our moneyed 
men have been so successful in creat- 
ing monopolies and in appropriating 
the "unearned increment" that a plain, 
business proposition hat no fascination 
for them. California needs a new in- 
fusiou of the New England spirit of en- 
terprise. Southern California haa had 
it and prospers. Northern California 
has not had it and does not prosper. 
Tliis is the faet of tho business without 
adornment.—Tulare Regiater. 


The trouble with a majority of the 


wealthy men of California is that they 
did not acquire their money by intel- 
ligent business methods, or by the pro- 
motion and carrying on of enterprises 
which required energy, thrift, and busi- 
ness sagacity in a marked degree. For 
the moat part they invested small earn- 
ings in lands, mines and mercantile 
speculation, and their fortunes grew 
rapidly during times of unparalelled 
prosperity and growth of values, almost 
without effort on their part. Many 
gigantic fortunes have been amneecJ in 
California, but the holders either lack 
the 
capacity 
to 
grapple 
with 


great 
enterprises 
or 
are 
satisfied 


•ith 
the 
increment 
which comes 


from .interest or slow-going industries 
that languish for want of vigorous pros- 
ecution. They decline to invest in such 
enterprises as have revolutionized con- 
ditions in £oiiie portions of the weet 
within a decade, and brought advance- 
ment, industry and prosperity to take 
the place of torpidity and depression. 


It ia not necessary to go outside of 


Fresno county to find wholly undevel- 
oped resources which, in more progres- 
sive Btrtions, would be eagerly appro- 
priated and put to purposes of great im- 
portance. The fact that the power for 
the machinery now operated in this 
city for all purposes, including the light- 
ing of the city and the pumping of water 
for public aud private use, comes from 
coal and oil hauled long distances at 
high rates of transportation, would sug- 
gest at once to men of capital and busi- 
ness sagacity that this power, so essen- 
tial to the development of existing and 
latent industries, must he secured from 
some bettfir and cheaper source, if any 
such source exists. That it does exist, 
is a fact BO plainly demonstrated that it 
has never been questioned. 


Twenty miles dietant from Fresno the 


San Joaquin river 
furnishes 
water- 


power enough to turn every wheel in 
Fresno county, and many more that 
would be set up if economical power 
were provided. Engineers have figured 
on tbe cost of bringing that power to 
Fresno in the form of an electric cur- 
rent, and a careful estimate dhows that 
there ia already enough use for such 
power to justify the investment, leaving 
out of account the immense develop- 
ment of industry which will materially 
come with the growth of the country, 
and which would be very naturally 
hastened by the advent of such an im- 
portant factor. 


It ii perfectly safe to say that in any 


lection of the country where the spirit 
of enterprise prevails that such an op- 
portunity for investment would not he 
allowed to go unappropriated for a 
period of thirty days from the time that 
its possibilities became generally known. 


It is apparently useless to hope for 


better things in the way developing the 
magnificent resources of this state so 
far iia California capitalists are con- 
cerned. The attention of wide-awake 
andca panic men of means will have to 
be secured before any decisive sidvance- 
ment in industrial development can be 
expected. At the preseut time Eastern, 
capital and labor are supplyiug us 
with moat of the utilities of life, while 
superior natural resources within our 
own borders are lying idle and unpro- 
ductive. 


THE esteemed contemporary is deeply 


disgusted with the proposition to breed 
hackney horses for the "fashionable" 
trade in horseflesh. It says: 


All this twaddle about thoroughbred 


horses, from Shetland to hackney, is 
sickening, to eav nothing of being an 
imposition on common Eense. The ben- 
eficial fad that ought to be established 
among the dudes ia driving mules tan- 
dem. One herd of half broken Fresno 
mules could kick more blessedness into 
this country than the falling min. Re- 
Bides, as the casualties are usually of 
mortal character, this fad would have a 
tendency to largely reduce the percent- 
age of idiots and weak-minded in this 
neck o' the woods. If some one will 
father the fad Fresno will furnish the 
mules. 


The evening journal overlooks the im- 


portant fact that nearly one-half the 
money made by honest folks comes from 
catering to the whima of variegated 
fools. If the horny-handed Fresno stock- 
raiser can get from $100 to $300 for a 
filly with R sawed-off tail and only $37.50 
for an able-bodied mule, it is simply a 
matter of business common sense to 
produce the hackney after his kind, and 
give the mule a rest until his estimable 
qualities become more highly appre- 
ciated. Considered from a centitnental 
standpoint the deep-voiced mule doubt- 
less has the best of the argument, but as 
a ma'ter of cold-blooded business the 


B tump-tail hackney is way in tho lead. 


ONK of the most disappointing fea- 


tuiea of President Cleveland's message 
was his failure to make any suggestion! 
to congress regarding the construction 
of the Nicaragua canal. It had been 
freely predicted that the 
President 


would take a very decided stand it favor 
of this great enterprise, with a view to 
leaving eome work behind him that 
would be gratefully remembered by the 
generations which would enjoy the bene- 
fits arising from the creation of a water- 
way connecting the eastern and western 
portionsofthecontinent.

Justice Defeated by a Technicality 


—Startling Figures From a 


Chinese Book. 


The trial concludad yesterday in Jus- 


tice Crichton'a court resulted in a fail- 
ure to convict the Chinaman who waa 
accused of conducting a lottery. 
The 


case is a peculiar one, aud the public 
baa taken a considerable interest in it 
from the first, and has watched the pro- 
ceedings carefully. It, ia for that reason 
deemed of autlicicnt importance 
to 


merit a full account. 


It had been known for some time that 


leveral Chinese lotteries were in opera- 
tion in this city, and public aentiment 
demanded that they be Riippressed, not 
only on moral grounds, but ulso because 
they were draining the city of money. 
Tlie price of the tickets waa email, and 
boys and others who could not afford to 
buy more expensive tickets indulged iu 
the Chinese lotteries with every nickel 
tbey could command. 


Several times the police constables and 


deputy sheriffs made arreata, or tried 
to make them.butthey wereunauect-aBful 
in catching the lottery men in aueU a 
•way aa to work up a good caee against 
them, till about three weeks ago, when 
a descent was made upon one of their 
drawinga, and the whole outfit was cap- 
tured, including tickets, hooka, boards, 
bowls, punches and other devices and 
implements used in the business. Tlie 
capture was made while the very act of 
the drawing waa in progress. 
The 


Chinaman who was behind the iron 
grating, such as they uae, waa taken 
prisoner, together with several specta- 
tors on the ontaido, most, if not all of 
•whom, held tickets, and had gone there, 
presumably, to see if they were lucky in 
the drawing. 
The case was somewhat elow in coin- 


ing to trial, and met with delays and 
postponements, but finally it waa called 
in Justice Crichton'a court. The people 
were represented by Deputy District At- 
torney A. E. Snow at the beginning of 
the trial, and when Mr. Snow was called 
out of town bia place was taken by 
George W. Jonee. The defendant waa 
represented by General Kitterell of Mo- 
desto and byH. H.Welah of this city. 
It was a subject of general remark that 
the Chineee had arranged for a vigorous 
defense, and had employed good counsel. 


The jary was imnanelcd on Wednes- 


day and the trial proceeded. The evi- 
dence waa brought out by piece-meal, 
but plenty of it waa produ-ed to show 
that the Chinaman on trial had violated 
the law by conducing a lottery. He 
had been caught in the act, and his out- 
fit was in evidence against him, not the 
least of which waa the account book in 
which a record was kept of each draw- 
ing aad the amount of the receipts and 
prizes. This book waa translated by a 
Chinese missionary. 


The evidence was brought out tor Rial 


against as ia usiul in such cases, and it 
was about ready for argument, whun 
Mr. Welsh, attorney for the defendant, 
sprung the winning card. He moved 
that 
the 
jury 
be 
instructed 
to 


acquit tho defendant on the ground 
that he never had p eaded on the 
charge, and 
had 
never been 
in- 


formed of his rights by the court, and 
for that reason there had been no legal, 
trial. There was a murmur of surprise 
run round the court room which seemed 


io affect everybody but the attorneys for 
ibe defense. 


General Ketterell proceeded to argue 


;be point, maintaining that the only 
thing to be done under the circum- 
stances waa to acquit the defendant. 


Mr. Jonea sprang up and wanted to 


mow if H was true that the trial had 
aeen carried through to the last stage 
without any plea ever having been eu- 
.ered by the defendant, or without his 
having been informed of his rights. 


Judge Crighton opened hia book and 


showed what had been done. The de- 
fendant bad been arraigned aud had 
pleaded not guilty, but had subsequent- 
ly withdraw his plea, and bad entered 
no other. A demurrer had been Bled by 
the defense and had been disposed of. 
That left the case just aa it would be if a 
man were put on trial without any ar- 
raignment and plea, which the law pro- 
vides btmll not be done. Every man 
arought to trial must be mtorrned by 
the court of the nature of the charge 
igainst him and he must be told that 
iu ia entitled to a uouin-el lo defeud 
jim. lie 
must thon 
plead either 


juilty or nnt guilty to the charge. If he 
.ileads truilty, there is no trial; if not 
•uilty, he nlust be tried. These elepa 
were not taken, and it was on this tech- 
nicality a venlictnf not guilty wan aaked. 


Mr. Jones said it was taking him com- 


pletely by surprise] and then turning to 
!ieneral Kitterell asked him on what 
jrounds he claimed a verdict of not 
guilty If, as the record showed, there 
bad been no trial. If the defendant had 
not been legally on trial there waa noth- 
ing to base a verdict of guilty or not 
juilty on, and the best that could be 
.lone waa to dismiss the jury and begin 
it all over again. 
Without arguing 


further, the attorneys for the defence 
insisted on their motion that the court 
instruct the jury to acquit, and sat 
down. 


E. D. Edwards was in the court room, 


and Judge Crichton called him up, and 
stating the case said it waa an unusual 
proceeding, and asked hia opinion of 
what ou^hi to be done. Air. Edwards 
replied that it was a new thing to him, 
ind he would prefer not to express bia 
opinion in the matter, at Icaat without 
examining into it further. 


Thereupon Mr. Jones aak d the court 


to take it under advesement till today, 
as there aeemed to be doubt whether 
there had been a trial or not, anil that 
would give time for examining the au- 
thorities, and wculd not wrong either 
the people or the defendant. 


The attorneys for the defendant went 


nnt into the hall, and presently some 
one called Judge Crichton out. He re- 
turned shortly, and aaid that under the 
law he must instruct the jury to acquit 
the defendant. 


Here a new voice of protest waa 


heard. One of the jurors paid he could 
not eee why they should bring in a ver- 
dict of any kind it there had been no 
trial, and, for bis part, he did not want 
to do it. Judge Crichton informed the 
juror in an emphatic way that he would 
have to obey the orders of the court. 
Another juror entered his protest also; 
but an order was given foi a verdict of 
acquittal and the jury were sent to their 
room. They presently returned with 
the following verdict, signed by \V. N. 
Kohrer, foreman: 


"We, the jury, find tho defendant not 


guilty, according to the instructions of 
the court." 
It -.vas ascertained that every one of 


the jiirora bclievnl the defendant guilty, 
and would have brought in that verdict 
if they iiad been allowed to do so. 


The defendant waa dismissed. It is a 


question whether or not the case is at 
an end. There are good lawyers who 
maintain that the failure of the court to 
instruct the defendant in hia rights, and 
the negle.-t to have him plead to the 
charge, annnla the whole proceeding, 
and that there waa no trial, and that 
the defendant in suhject to arrest and 
trial on the same charge. The matter 
has been referred to tho District Attor- 
iiey's office, and the advice from there 
will be acted upon. 


The trial haa opened the eyes of the 


people of Fresno to eeveral things, 
and principal among 
them 
is 
the 


amount of 
money the Chinese lot- 


teries of this city have been handling. 
Six weeks ago there were eleven Chinese 
lotteries here, and there arc said to be 
five now. The efforts of the 
officers 


have succeeded in suppressing some of 
them, temporarily at least. The evi- 
dence brought out at the trial, 03 to tho 
money handled, waa authentic, an it was 
translated from the account book of the 
Gee Ching lottery which was taken pos- 
session of by the officers at the time of 
the arre«t ot tho man tried yesterday. 


This lottery held two drawings a day, 


or fourteen a week. The following trims* 
lation from the captured book shows the 
amount of money received from the pale 
of tickets and the amount paid out as 
prix.es. The table shows the business of 
ecvcn drawings, or one-half week.

This Is for one lottery for half a week, 


and there is no reason for believing that 
itwasanv better patronized than the 
otbere. The weekly profit of each lot- 
tery at that rate would be $13C2.70 
When the eleven lotteries were running 
the to'al weekly profit at the same rate 
waa $14,!)S!!.S7. This, be it borne in 
mind, represi-nts profit, not the total 
amount taken in. Do all the merchants 
of Fresno together clear that much 
money weekly? 
In prosperous times 


they do. but at the present time do 
they? Think what the profits of these 
lotteries amounts to in one year—$779,- 
404.40. It is enough to drain the city. 
The worst of it is that very little 
of this money goes back into cir- 
culation, but goes into the permanent 
fund of the Chinese.

gambling outfits in which the game is 
ilways on the aide of the owner of the 
lottery. It is ft'so apparent why the 
Chinese have so much money to fight 
their cases with when brought to trial. 


In view of the ennrmity of the evil it 


Is all the more discouraging to eee a mis- 
carriage of justice when at last the 
guilt of a defendant is established be- 
yond all doubt.

It appears that it would be one of the 
most pressing duties of our nest legisla- 
ture to enact a stay law which would 
prevent the foreclosure of mortgages 
upon the homes of the people until the 
times become more prosperous, when 
the people would he able to pay.

o the people, which exchequer the mo- 
ney paid by tbem for water and light

EDITOR REi'UBUCAN.—It may be pry- 


ing into matters which do not concern 
the general public, but in a recent is- 
oue of THE REI»L*UI.ICAX it waa stated, or at 
least implied, that the teachers and pu- 
pils of the high school have organized a 
club and called it "El Lirculo del Cor- 
dero," and I would like to know if they 
did it willful'y. 
It ts, perhaps, to be regretted that tbe 


English lant'unge, containing 250,000 
words, about three times as many aa 
any other language, is to poor that it 
cannot express the ideas of those who, 
!or that reason, seek another tongue for 
suitable words. It in pretty hard to 
draw the line exactly where English 
should be used and where foreign wordu 
are better. .Nearly all our words were 
foreign at one time, and only by using 
them did they become naturalized.
